Tue primary function of orthodon- 
tic procedures is of course to en- 
large deficiently developed alveolar 
processes to provideroom for proper 
alignment of teeth. Such procedures 
require adequate supplies of cal- 
cium and phosphorus for increased 
bone development. Therefore the or- 
thodontist frequently finds it neces- 
sary also to prescribe some supple- 
mentary source of calcium and phos- 
phorus to take care of any deficiency 
of these factors which may result 
from poorly chosen diets. 
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
